NATIONS ACCEPT

Mussolini Not Expected 
To Insist’ on Actual 
Working of Treaty. 


ROME, April 11.—(UP)—Italy’y 
four-power peace pact has been ac- 
cepted in prirmciple’ by the nations in- — 
volved—Germany, France and Great 
Britain—the United Press learned au- 
thoritatively today.

For 10 minutes before the address 
started Shaw sat in the center of the 
platform with arms akimbo, looking 
into the sea of faces before him. 

As he stood for 90 minutes in one 
spot rambling from Hollywood to 
Russia, to Washington and ocecasion- 
ally over to London, he tugged oc- 
casionally at his white beard, fumbled 
in the pockets of his business suit for 
notes, or folded his arms and talked 
directly to a man in the first row. 

Tries Not To Offend. 
_ He splattered his talk with Amer- 
ican idioms and American slang. 

Behind him, one on each side, were 
Thomas Lamont, a member of the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., and Jack- 
son Reynolds, president of the First 
National bank, who helped set up the 
Bank of International Settlements. 

Much of Shaw's talk was aimed at 
hankers and financiers. and while he 
called most ‘of them “lunaties,” La 
mont and Reynolds looked at each 
other and smiled. 

He began by saying he felt “an 
irresistible temptation to sing” be- 
cause of his surroundings. 

Near “he end of his address he said 
he had come to the opera house 
“firmly cesolved that not a word 
hould pass his lips that would of- 
fend in the slightest a single Ameri- 
can,” 

This brought a roll of laughter 
from balconies and orchestra alike. 

As he concluded. he mentioned that 
he was nearing the end of his life, 
and added: 

“Tt will cheer you to hear that 
there won't be much more of it.” 

America Hope of Race. 


He brought a round of applause 


when he said: 


“Possibly America can save. the. 
great human race yet.” |

He won the 
Champagne stakes at Belmont Park, 
was second in the Hudson stakes at 
Aqueduct and the Tremont stakes at 
the same course. He was third in the 
Belmont futurity and the Kentucky 
Jockey Club stakes at Latenia. 

Mrs. Whitney acquired Dynastie for 
only $1,000 at the Saratoga yearling

The Belmont futurity, in which the 
big Supremus colt came from far back 
to be beaten only a length for all the 
money, was perhaps his best race.

Without 
him they face almost certain elimina- 
tion. 


Prenn has been Germany’s leading 
player for several years and in 1932 
was one of the 10 or 15 best in the 
world. He first headed the German 
list in 1928, repeated in 1929 and 
1930 and in 1931 shared the place 
with Von Cramm. He again was 
ranked No. 1 in 1932. 


He was in difficulties with the Ger- 
man Tennis Federation in 1931, be- 
ing suspended for a year for alleged 
endorsement of a tennis racquet. He 
won vindicaticn in the courts, how- 
ever, and was restored to good stand- 
ing in time to lead Germany's sensa- 
tion international campaign last year.

I think prospects are brighter 
for building than they have been.”
